He day of-his coming to Newgate fromthe Tower, at 
night he fent his Wife word that thatday was to him-as 
his Wedding day. —

~~ And as he was carried away from the Court through che croud, . 
the people fhouted, And he cryed good isthe Lerd for allthis; 
Lhave.no caufe to be afhamed of the caufe char 1 have been mn- 
gagedins Some Friends ask'd' him how he did,he anfwered,very 
well, and cannot bein a better condicion if [ had-the delires of 
my heart; we muft be willing to reccive hard things from the 
hands of our Father, as well as eafie things. When he cante to 
Newgate there was Chaines put upon his Peet; And he fiid; 
Welcome, Welcome, Oh this is nothing to what Chrifthath un- 
dergone for me; this is onc of his: great loving kindneffe and* 
faithfulnels, and my God is All-fuficient in ali Conditions. And’ 
‘allo (oon after his coming into the Dungeon, inorder to his Exe+ 
cutioa, a Woman belonging. tothe Goal, who was fent to make™ 
cleane the Ro. me, and to make a Fire for him, wasaskd when - 
fhe came out by divers people (whereof fome were {coffers) how: 
the Major-Generalbehaved himfelfand what he Caid. To which 
fhe anfwered, {he knew uot what he had done to’ deferve to be 
there, bur fure fhe was that he was a good man, and that never-

his ftay in the Hall cill che Keeper could be found; and there 
one Mrs. M. took him by the hand, and faid, witha lond Voice, 
Bleffed be the great God of Hojts, that hath enabled you and calied 
you forth to bear your Teftimony, the God of all grace and peace be 
with you, and Keep you faithful tothe death, that you may receive 
a crown of life. VVith chat one of the Officers pulled the woman 
away by the fhoulder, faying, Away with this woman fhe ftan {s 
prating here. But the Major General replyed, Be not offended

In moft Townes where he came, 
the Generality o* the people Reviling him, with fuch words as 
thefe --hang hint Rogue; piitol him, fuid others, hang him up faid 
fome Cat Salisbury) at che next Signe-poft without any further 
trouble. Loox faid’ others how he doth not alter, his countenance ;

Let never any 
Chrifticn fear a prifon, it being the onely place where (wanting 
other books ) a man may beft fluddy the booke of the knowledge 
of himfelfe, having a long vacation frony all bufinefs; but praying 
unto.and prailfing Godin Chrift,by che {pirits afliftance.] cannot 
take Marthas part, for none multcome tome ; nor Maries part, 
to wait upon the Ordinances,which my toul thirfts after ; there- 
foré my Chamber is likethe fandiam fanGorum, where willingly 
none may enter bue the high Prieft of our profeffion the Lord 
Jets. } did not chink that there had been fo much ignorance,im-

Idefire 
that all my thoughts, words,and aétions may pleafe God’; and that 
all that he does may pleaie me ; and I do freely forgive my 
adverfaries,the Lord herein encrea{e my faith, Leber. and J blefs. 
God, I havea quiet con{cience as to the World jaad which is good 
alfo for being jultified by Chrift, apprehended by faith, Dhave 
peace with God, Rom.s.1. and fo I defcend to the caufe for which: 
Yam in bonds,which is-as Good as ever it was: and I believe there 
is not a Saiar chat hath engaced with us, bur will with atthe 
lait Day, that he had fealed to the truth of itwith his blood, if 
thereunto called: for lam fatistied, that iris the moft roble and 
alorious caufe that has been agitated for» God-and Chrift ince the 
Apoftolical times ; being for Truth, Holinefs, and Riohteoufnefs,

fhame, what need you care ifthey fay behold the Head , of the 
Heart of a Traytor, when your better part isin Heaven , and res 
proves us for being too parfimonions of our blood ; we mnft be 
prepared for fuffering crvore fanttorum rigatw Ecclefia, Leither 
was troubled that he carried his blood to his grave , he loved the 
Chrifts crofs more than the 24. Letters, and loved not half Chri- 
ftians, that were onely for doing, and not for fuffering «and though 
our fin deferye death as from the Lord, yet cur Enemies mind them 
not, they punifh us for being Judges, Advocates » and Souldiers for 
our Lord fetus, Pfal, 38.20. 

And as the Spiritual man overcomes the Animal » fol am rea= 
foning my felf againft fence into a Willingnefle to dye; for either 
thetimes will be better or worfe. Is there not in probability 
a great flood of Oppreffion and Perfecution, coming upon the God. 
ly? Will not the righteous foul of a jult Lor » be vexed with the 
horrible Prophanenefs, Malignity , and-contempt. of Chrifts pure 
Ordinances, that abounds every where 2? We have heard Jultice 
and Tyranny, Truth and Falfhood, the Form and the Power of 
Godlinefs pleading together , and Judgement was given for God, 
and his people: butall feems to be reverfed » and what was but 
an injurie or vefciente before, is now a formal and material con- 
tempt, atid defpicht to God and Chriff, and the Spitit of grace in 
whomfoever breathing ; and what comfort is there in aion, if 
the Ark be taken, 1 Sam. 4.20,21.fhe regarded it not,the bleffing 
is to fee our children with peace upon I/rael , Pfal, 128.5, Ov itisa 
mercy to be taken away from the eyil to come,E/ay 57, x. beftow- 
ed upon Fofiah asa favour, being tenderzhearted, 2K UES 2.2.19. 
Tis a rich mercy to get into our heayenly houfe, and harbour; be« 
fore the ftorm come, 2 Cor, 5. how much more hleffed to give our 
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polluted blood for his fake who fhed his moft precious blood for 
us sind if the times prove oood, for civil or facted liberties; AZofes 
envied nor thofe chat were to go into Cawadn, becaufe he was in- 
vefted witha better poffeffion, a Heavenly Country; Heb: 1.16. 
if there be {uch glorious times to be expected upon earch, as you 
and I have difcourfed of, Iam {ure there isno lefs joyin Heaven ; 
and we that are there fhall have no caufeto envy our milicanc 
Brethrea ; Befides, as for my felf, I can. expectto do little for God, 
I am three parts dead, 70 being divided into Four , the fhadows of 
the Evening arguponime. , and aches and pains are infenarable 
companions, if now Chrift thould gracioufly acceptof niy poor 
exazy body, and bring me to an honourable and aneafie death for 
him, blefled be his Name for ever,t Chr.29.10, to 16, 1 he heathen

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not comforting, it 15 fupporting, Efay 40.29, & 4.10. if I were not 
very feeble,how could Gods power appear in my weakneds.I blefs 
his Name that his Arrows are not within me , nor do the terrors 
of death take hold upen me, as Fob 6. 4. for I never was better as 
tothe frame and temper of mind and.body, than fince my te 
{traint; and blefled be the Comforter, 1am not long without him, 
My coulin Harrifon is very full of {piritual comfort (as the Gen~ 
tleman Jaylor tells me) and bids me cheer up, and indeed ic will 
bea mercy if thofe who are called forth to teftifie for Chrift prove 
coutagious, as Fof. x. 9. but truly as for my part,iedees not lic on 
that fide ; I fear left Imay be too much exalted with the honour of 
it, though I ksow the Lord can foon withdraw ; we live by faith 
and not by fight , our happinefs isin ourunion, rather than.ia 
communion and fenfible gutts; and I rather fear lingring death 
with feverity,fome for banifhment,€zek.7.16.

ot bottome of the Sea, for we fhall know as much of God as our 
heads can hold,and love God as much as our hearts can contain ; and 
no doubt but there are different Degrees of Glory in Heaven, as the 
Saints know more or Iefle of God; whereas when Veflels of 
feveral fizes are caft into the Sea, they are all full, buc fome hold more 
then others, 2 Cor.5.4. God works upon our Hearts as Ingravers 
upon Gold or Marble, and the more of his Image he {tatps upon us 
10 this life, the liker fhall we be to himin Glory ; bur every Saint fhall 
have his own fulnefs of knowledge, 

3- [think that heavenly joy does much confit in the will , in the 
transformation of our wills into the will of God ; for as we heard 
an excellent Sermon from 1 Cor,6,17, at Northampton, He thatis 
joyned unto the Lord is one fpiric; for I believe that myftical onenefs 
which our Dear Lord fo fweetly prayed for; Fohz 17. 4, 21,22, is 
meant of onenefs in will and affections, when the foul fhall have all

. r. Peters, aS is well known, was exercifed under a great con- 
flict in his own {piric, during the time of his linpnfonment , 
fearing (as he would often fay) that he fhould norgo through his 
{ufferings with courage and comfort ; and {aid to friends, thar he was 
fomewhat unprepated for death , ‘and therefore unwillirg to dye 5 
fotnething he faid he had committed , and other things omitted , 
which troubled him, but though it was 4 cloudy and dark day with 
“yim for a feafon, yet the light of Gods grace and favour would 
break forth at laft. | 

And furely the favour of God didat the laftappear, for a litle 
before he went forth to Execution (as many can teftifie) he was 
well compofed in his {pirit , and cheerfully faid, I thank God now 
can dye, I can look death in the face and not be afraid. 

As for that flanderous report which was too much received by 
cood people as well as bad., to wit , that he was guilty of Unclean- 
nefs. A friend coming to him in Prifon, put that queftion ferioufly 
and foberly to his Soul: to which he teplyed , that he blefied the 
Lord , he was wholly clear im that matter, and that henever knew 
any woman but his own Wife. 

A night or two before he fuffered , two of the Epifcopal Clergy, 
who as fome report were the Kings Chaplains, came to give him a 
yific ; they endeavoured to make advantage of the prefent cempta- 
tions wherewith he was thea. affauked , andto perfwade him to 
Repentance and Recantation: of his former AGtiviry in the Parlia- 
ment Caufe, which they endeavoured to enforce upon him by.a pto- 
mife of Pardon fromthe King, in cafe he would therein hearken to 
them, Buc though he then was much afflidtedin his fpirit, yet te 
Lord did help him to bear up with much ccurage agairft the infinua- 
tions of that fore of men , and told therm that he had no caul@in the 
Jeaft to repent of his Adhering to that Intereft; burrather, that he 
had in the profecation thereof done no more for God and his People 
in thefe Nations, and with civility difmiffing thofe Vificants , he ap- 
plyed himfelf to fome other Minifters then prefent, whom he judged

more able to fpeak a word in feafon to him under thefe great Tryals, 
wherewich the Lord was then pleafed to exercife hvar. 7% 

Being carried upon the Sled.to. Execution, aid made to fitthere- 
in, within the Railes at .C harixg-Crofs, to behold che Execution of 
Mr.(00k: One comes to him, and apbraided him with the Death 
of the King, biddiog him “(with opprobrious language) te repent : 
he replyed, Friend , you,do not well to trample upon a dying man, 
you are creatly miffaken, I had nothing to do in the death of tHe King. 

When Mr. Cook was cut dowa, and brought tobe quartered, one 
they called Col. Turwer, called to the Sheriffs men, to bring Mr.Pe- 
ters near , that he might fee it; and by and by the Hangman came 
to him,all befineared in blood, and tabbing his ‘bloody ‘hands toge- 
ther, he (tauntingly) asked, Come how 'do'you-like thig Mr, Pe- 
ters, how do you likethis work ?. To whom he replyed, Tam not 
(i thagk God) terrified at it, you may do your worft, 

When he was going to his Execution, he lookt about and efpied'a 
man, to whom he gave a piece of Gold (having bowed it firlt) ‘aid 
defired him to go to the place where his Daughter lodged’, and co 
carry that to her as a tokenfrom him, and to let her know, that his 
heart was as full-of comfort as it could be. and that before that Piece 
[bould. come tober hands, he {hould be with God in Glory. 

Being upon the Ladder ke fpake to the Sheriff, faying’, Sur, yew 
have here flain one of the Servants. of God before mine eyes, aud 
have.made me to behold it , on,purpofe ta terrifie and difcourage me ;

Servant, Lwould die his Sactifice. 

The firtday that he came to’ Newgate, fome Friends came 
to fee him, and asked him how it was with him > He told them, 
he was well; but he waited, and much longed for a word of 
Peace from God: But (faid he) I blefs God (though it is fome- 
what dark with meat prefent, and J know I have a very naughty 
heart) yet I have not one Temptation to defert Thar GOOD 
CAUSE, which God hath fo fignally (many a time) owned. 

The next day, which was the day Maj. Gen. Marrifon was 
Condemned, fome of his Relations came to him, and.told him, 
They fuppoted he had heard what difmal Sentence had pafled on 
him; And, O Sir, faid one of them, my heart fails me to think 
how you willbearit. Why, faid he, flefh and blood wilf recoil; 
But, blefled be God, Iam not troubled at that; A fit of an 
Ague would coft a man more, I believe. 

The day after he was Condemned himfelf, his Wife, and 
other Relations and Friends came to him: Oh Sir, faidfome, 
how. is it now? Why, faidhe, Bleffed, O blefled Chains! I 
would not be without thefe Chains, Indeed, it was a very dark, 
difmal, cloudy morning, I was brought to be content to perith. 
Truly, I thought I could not plead at all, my foul was fo fad, 
becaufe God hid his face: But I was refolved (faid he) if I could 
have faidno more, totell the Court, Thar the Canfe was the 
Lords; and the fault was not inthe Lord, but my great perfonal 
unworthine(s, that I could not aflertit; And that though I did 
fink into the bottomlefs pit immediatly, yet I durft not, no not 
for a World, but own'that Caufe} which God had often honou- 


red. But (faid he). the Lord fer your fakes did help me to.fay
